Remaining Funding

The initiatives proposed by Mayor Bibb’s Center for Economic Recovery in August 2022 and introduced 
as legislation in September 2022 and in January 2023 are currently at various stages in Council. The 
chart below indicates the status of ARPA funding proposals pending Council approval as of February 
23, 2023.

If the proposed Docket 2 initiatives are passed by Council, the City of Cleveland will have approximately 
$163 million remaining to allocate.

Next Steps

Priority Leads continue to work on contracting, 
allocating funding, and launching initiatives, 
which were passed by Council in Dockets 1 
and 2. Leads will continuing issuing Requests 
for Proposals for various initiatives in the 
coming months. Requests for Proposals will be 
issued through the City of Cleveland website.
The timing for the third docket is influenced by 
the 2023 budget calendar. 

As a result, while the Center for Economic 
Recovery and Priority Leads will continue 
scoping initiatives over the next several weeks 
for Docket 3 (late Spring 2023), there will be 
limited activity. Below is a calendar of the 
tentative Council and budget timeline in the 
coming months:

To provide an In-Car Dash Camera Program to 
support the operational needs of the Division of 
Police.

DIGITAL DIVIDE CONSULTANT 
To provide digital divide consulting services for 
long-term needs and broadband infrastructure.
